Applicant's discussed the proposed amendments to the claims, a copy of which is attached to this interview summary 
Applicant's pointed out that Boskamp specifically requires a minimum of 5% antioxidant.and the claims as amended 
require specifically less than 5% antioxidant. However, examiner informed the applicant's that the amendment to claim 
1 1 would require further search and/or consideration because the initial examination of claim 1 1 necessitated only an 
antioxidant to be present and not in a specific % amount. Although the broad search was performed, and a relevant 
reference was applied, the relevance was based on the broad claims and the narrow limitations now suggested by the 
applicant would require a further search of the specific amount of antioxidant. This limitation was never presented in 
any dependent claim in any amendment made thus far, thus the limitaton of the specific percentage of antioxidant 
requires further search and consideration. Examiner has made it very clear to the applicant that such an amendment 
would not be entered after final rejection. For compact prosecution of this case, the examiner has informed the 
applicant to submit such an amendment with an RCE for consideration of the amendment. Applicant's pointed out that 
Boskamp specifically requires a minimum of 5% antioxidant, and the claims as amended require specifically less than 
5% antioxidant. Applicants also pointed out that in col.4, ln.46, the composition of Boskamp comprises H202 
however, a cursory review of the reference by the examiner suggests that the reference is suggesting that the' H202 
may be present but is not necessary. Applicant's have stated they will review their definition of substantially no H202 
and amend the claim as necessary. Also, Applicant's urge that the Boskamp reference recites a list of components 
and does not provide the essential steps of formulating a premix prior to adding the enzyme which is necessary to 
minimize the presence of residual H202. Specifically Applicants urge that Boskamp provide no guidance as to the 
process steps for formulating the composition are recited by the disclosure. Finally, regarding Vinson et al Applicants 
urge that the reference only teaches amine oxides comprising sulfur moeties. No agreement regarding the claims was 
reached at this time. 
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
